In adv ocating home town proj? re.Hg, say s the Koy alton Ban- 
ner, a newspaper dislikes to make ui\v plea for itself, as it m 
look as if that had merely a selfish motiv e. 
Still, the home towr 
newspaper is one of the most essential of the institutions thai 
promote community dev elopment, 
it may well speak a word foi 
itself now and then, to suggest the possibility of responHibiliiy i. 
occupies. 
A local newspaper has a certain obligation to fulfill, but it 
cannot liv e up to that obligation without co-operation from tin 
town people. 
It is its duty to make a complete record of com­ 
munity progress and history , and to present it in such an at t rac­ 
tiv e way as to please all who read it and to attract people liv iny 
outside the community who see copies of it. 
That means competent reporting and editing, the present,;; 
tion of the news in such a complete and well written way that it 
is interesting and makes t he* town seem attractiv e. 
An inadequate or carelessly written story of local ev ents make* 
a town look like a backwoods community . 
But when news ev ent 
are presented in an intelligent way , in a carefully printed new 
paper, then the impression is giv en that the tow'd where that news­ 
paper is printed is a prosperous and thriv ing community , which 
backs up its local enterprises. 
In the same way if a newspaper does not hav e much local 
adv ertising, it looks as if there were not much home trade there. 
Business men would dislike to settle there, and they would say 
*hat their enterprises would not be supported. 
Families would be 
slow to settle there, and they would say that the place did not 
look like a center where they could be comfortable and hav e ade­ 
quate serv ice. 
A prosperous newspaper will do more to make- a 
row a look enterprising and progressiv e than almost any thing that 
could be done for the community .

I n advocating home town progress* says the Royalton B an­ 
ner, a new spaper dislikes to make any plea fo r itself, as it m ight 
look as if that had merely a selfish motive. 
Still, the home town 
new spaper is one of the most essential of the institutions th at 
prom ote community development. 
It m ay well speak a word for 
itself now and then, to suggest the possibility of responsibility ii 
occupies. 
A local new spaper has a certain obligation to fulfill, but ii 
cannot live up to th at obligation w ithout co-operation from flu 
tnwnpeople. 
It is its duty to m ake a complete record of com­ 
m unity progress and history, and to present it in such an a ttra c ­ 
tive way as to please all who read it and to a ttra c t people living 
outside the comm unity who see copies of it. 
That means competent reporting and editing, the present*; 
lion of the news in such a complete and Well w ritten way that ii 
is Interesting and makes the town seem attractive. 
An inadequate or carol essly written story of local events makes. 
a town look like a backwoods community. 
But when news events 
are presented in an intelligent way, in a carefully printed news­ 
paper, then the impression is given that the toWn where thai news­ 
p ap er is printed is a prosperous and th riv in g Community, which 
backs up its local enterprises. 
In the same way if a newspaper does not have much local 
advertising, it looks as if there were not much home trad e there. 
Business men would dislike to settle there, and they would say 
th a t th eir enterprises would not be supported. 
Fam ilies would be 
slow to settle there, and they would say that the place did not 
’ook like a center where they could be com fortable and have ade 
quate service. 
A prosperous new spaper will do more to make a 
town look enterprising and progressive th an almost anything that 
could be done for the community.
